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E have all this Week beez allarm’d 
on the Account of the Frewcb in- 
vadiag Scotdend, and many are 

the wife Conje@ures of the People, whatis 
become of them! Some will have them be 
gone to Norway or Danemsrk to fetch Wa- 
ter; if fo, Ifhall begin to rhink, they went 
t0 Scotland but to fetch Fire, according to 
the true Meaning of that Proverb. 

It is now the great Queftion among us, 
will they land yet, or are they baulk’d in their 
Defign by the Englifb Fleet ?—I own, Jam 
more out of Doubt that they will be baulk- 
ed when they doland, than Iam doubdeful 

eir landing. 
rie not for flattering our felves, that 
they will fo eafily give over a Defign on 
which fo such depends, and which they 
have fo much Expe@ation from ; lam too 


fenfible of the Enentfes Politicks and their 
general Management, to hope they will fo 
foon defpair; either their whole Projeét 
wasa Chimera baile on Wind and Froth, 
without Profpe@, wichout rational Ground, 
without Probability, orto me it feems im- 
poflible, they thould give it over fo foon. 

In this Uncertainty, however, it is very 
diverting to obferve the Notions, fome Peo- 
ple entertain ofan A@ion wholly dark, and 
in the Clouds to them; fome will have all 
Swtland revok te them, fome will have no 
Body fhew their Fac<s forthem: But the 
Middle amo thefe Extremes is certain- 
ty the fafe and true Way to pafs our Judg- 
ment. 

I will not fay, if they had attempted to 
Jand at Leith, and our Fleet had not pre- 
yented them, that they fhould Eero 

aten 
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beaten off by the few Troops, which Lieu- 
tenant General the E. of Leven had with 
him there; not but that my Lord Leven 
would nc doubt have difcharg’d the Part of 
a good General, aid an honeft Man, but 
the Handful of Men with him could not 
expe&to prevent their landing, had not 
the Appearing of the Englifh Fleet pre- 
vented their attempting it. ‘ 

1 will not fay, if they had landed at Leith, 
and mafter’d Edinburgh, which muft bave 
been of Confequence, but that they would 
have drawa in, of forc’d Abundance 
of poor unthinking People, to have tar 
ken on with them; Ay, Gentlemen, and 
{c they would do at London, were the Cafe 
reversds for F—ls and K———s are to be 
fourd every where, and moft of thefe two 
Sorts are Facobite. 

Nor get willl fay, that becaufe they are 
difappointed at Edinburgh, tho’ that is a 
very great Stroke, that therefore they can- 
not an{wer their End, or dousany Damage 
‘by going on Shoar anywhere elfe , and this 
I fay, not that [fearor would prompt any 
Body elfe to fear, they fhould carry ontheir 
Defigns to any thing fatal, at leaft to any 
Body but themfelves; but I with, every 
Man would putaright Value onthe Thing, 
and not fo flight this Invader, as to think 
his Proje& worth no Concern, nor worth 
any Guarding againft. 

No, Gentlemen, I hope and doubt, not 
but this Attempt will aliarm all the honeft 
Men in both Kingdoms, and efpecially for- 
tifie them againft carrying their private 
Party Refentments toa fatal Heigth againft 
one another ; if it were only on thefe Scores, 
(t.) that it gives the Enemy an Opportuni- 


ty to attempt us, and encourages them to 
expe& Help from our own Hands; (2.) It 
makes us jealous of one another, as if every 
Averfion to Coalition and mutual Friend- 
fhip was an Invitation to the Enemy. 

Now, Gentlemen, you may eafily fee, it 
does not follow, thateven thofe that were 
to the utmoft Extremity agzinft the Union, 
muft therefore be for Tyranny and French 
Power— Iremember, when the Scots pals’d 
the Aét of Security, and refufed tu joyn 
in with the Succeffion, it was prefently fug- 
gefted here, they would fetup King F.ames 
VIII. RButthey, thacguefs’d foill, knew 
little of the ‘Charaéter of thofe Men, who 
form’d that Bil, who, tho’ they would not 
come into the Succeffion at the Motion of 
England, and without Conditions, were yet 
asremote from Facobitifm, as any Men in 
Britain $ only requic’d Security from England 
for the Liberty of their Country, a Requeft 
moft reafonable, and which had in its Womb 
the very prolifick Seed of the Conjun@ion, 
which gender’d the Embrio of the Union, 
and at laft brought ic forth ia Perfe@ion. 

And now, Gentlemen, let me tell you, in 
my next, Pi) acquaint you with fome Par- 
ticulars, of what thefe difaffeated Presby- 
terians have done in Scotland ; thofe Fel- 
lows, that you fay would bring in French 
Men, or Facobites, or any Body, fo they 
could but break the Union ; and fhall thew 
you the Difference between difaffeéted Pre/- 
tyterians, as you call them, and difaffe@ted 
Tories or Aigh-Flyers, letthem be Church- 
men,or any thing ; and convince you, that 
thefe poor abvfed People, tho’ againft the 
Union, feorn French Tyranny, as much as 
any of us.
